NANKING, China, June 28.—(4) 
Loosely-knit China plans to ear- 
mark a half-billion dollars for mili- 
tary equipment and education in its 
budget estimates for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1. 

As civil war threats and anti- 
Japanese movements keep the na- 
tion in a sporadic state of appre- 
hension, the national government 
has announced its intention of ex- 
pending more than 325 millions for 
actual military equipment and about 
50 millions for education. 

The educational budget could be 
more correctly included as militar- 
istic, however.

Farm Products Increased 
From $4,377,000,000 in 
32 to $6,900,000,000 in 35 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—(?)— 
In its annual report, the AAA assert- 
ed today that the combined cash in- 
come from cotton, corn, wheat, to- 


bacco and hogs had increased 90 per 


cent from 1932 to 1935, 

The report, prepared by Chester 
C. Davis, who recently retired as AAA 
administrator to become a member 
of the board of governors of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, said these five 
commodities were the first ones for 
which crop adjustment programs were 
put into effect in 1933. 

The programs were outlawed by 
the supreme court last January. Later 
congress substituted a soil conserva- 
tion-subsidy payment system. 

Cash income from the five com- 
modities was reported to - have in- 
creased from $1,365,000,000 in 19382 
to $2,593,000,000 in 1935, while the 
cash income from all other farm prod- 
ucts increased from $3,012,000,000 to 
$4,307 ,000,000, 

The report said that the annual cash 


income from all farm production in- 
ereased from $4,377,000,000 in 1932 
to $6,900,000,000 in 1935. Rental 
and benefit payments accounted for 
nearly 25 per cent of the increases. 
The remainder was attributed to in- 
crease in market prices. 
Greatest Gains. 

“In general,” the report said, “the 
greatest gains in price were made by 
products for which production con- 
trol measures had n in effect. 
Prices of cotton, wheat, tobacco, corn, 
hogs, rice and peanuts averaged 49 
per cent of the pre-war level in 1932, 
as compared with an average for all 
other farm products in the same year 
of. 74 per cent of the prewar level.

Rep. Fisneheok Scales 8-Foot Wall 
To Escape Maryland Sanitarium 


“Congressman-at-Large” Is. Believed To Have Made Get- 
away in Waiting Automobile; Hospital 
Grounds Ordered Searched. 


TOWSON, Md., June 23.— * 
(UP)—Maryland state troopers 
went out tonight on the trail of 
elusive Marion A. Zioncheck with 
orders to return the Seattle con- 
gressman to Shepard & Enoch 
Pratt sanitarium, where he es- 
eaped earlier today by outjump- 
ing and out-running three guards. 


TOWSON, Md., June 28,—(UP)— 
Representative Marion A. Zioncheck, 
stocky, athletic congressman from Se- 
attle, clambered over an_ eight-foot 
brick wall at the Shepard & .Enoch 
Pratt sanitarium today and escaped. 

Zioncheck was placed in the private 
hospital six days ago after a_ series 
of wild escapades led to the issuance 
of a lunacy warrant against him. 

He made his escape from the exer- 
cise yard, where he had been exercis- 
ing with about 30 other patients. 

Zioncheck disappeared before at- 
tendants could catch him. One report 
was that he got in a waiting auto- 
mobile in Charles Street avenue, but 
Dr. A. E. Pattrell, assistant super- 
intendent of the sanitarium during 
the absence on vacation of Dr. R. M. 
Chapman, said the congressman could 
not have known what time he would 
be exercised. 

A filling station attendant at Elli- 
cott City, on the route between here 
and Washington, reported, however, 
that he saw a man answering Zion- 


>check’s description. riding in a small 


roadster with another man, who was 
driving. 

Zioncheck was wearing blue trou- 
sers and a blue shirt when he escaped, 
according to hospital authorities. The 
Ellicott City report said the man seen 
there was so attired, and that he dan- 
gled one leg over the side of the car. 

Pattrell said guards had been %n- 
structed to search the _ hospital 
grounds, which cover some 600 or 700 
acres, to make sure he had not at- 
tempted to hide nearby. He said that 
if Zioncheck was the man seen at El- 
licott City it was possible he had 
found some motorist whom he had per- 
suaded to take him to Washington. 

Zioncheck, Pattrell said, is “danger- 
ous” in his present condition. The 
assistant superintendent said hospital 
authorities had not yet arrived at a 
diagnosis of his case, but that a cure 
would take several months. 

If a careful search of the grounds 
fails to reveal the playboy congress- 
man, police will be notified, Pattrell 
said. 

Zioncheck had not previously given 
any trouble, it was said, and was “‘get- 
ting along pretty well” at the time 
of his escape. . 

Washington police, meanwhile, said 
they were not especially interested in 
locking up Zioncheck again. Officials

BiG WHEAT GROP 


Bread Basket Estimates 
Golden Grain Will Bring 
.$200,000,000 to Farmers. 


KANSAS CITY. June 28.—())— 
Binders, combines and: threshers hum 
a merry tune over the southwest these 
days—the song of a golden harvest 
worth an estimateo $200,000,000 to 
wheat farmers in the nation’s bread 
basket, 

Although below normal for ‘many 
sections of the old southwest Dust 
Bowl, this year’s harvest is reported 
the best in five jears over the area 
generally, Farmers grin broadly as 
they view price quotations in excess 
of 80 cents a bushel. Many await 
dollar wheat before selling. 

Harvest began ir Texas and Okla- 
homa twv weeks ago and spread fan- 
wise as it moved northward, leaving 
fields of yellow stubble. 

Harvesting Completed. 

Today virtualy all grain south of 
central Kansas and Missouri has been 
harvested, either by binders or com- 
bines. ‘Threshing outfits are at work 
in many places, throwing chaff to 
the windward and dropping grain mto 
wagons ax swea.ing “hands” toil un- 
der a blazing sun to feed the bundles 
into the whirling teeth of the separa- 
tors. 

Combines are machines which cut 
and thresh wheat at one operation. 

Kansas, Missouri Oklahoma, Texas 
and Nebraska have a crop officially 
estimated June 1 at 240,000,000 bush- 
els, half the country’s total produc- 
tion. 

On the basis of 82 cents a bushel, 
such would bring farmers approximate- 
ly $200,000,000, 

While much grain is being sold, re- 
ports indicate mans farmers are stor- 
ing grain in the hope of a better price 
later. Yields ara good, the protein 
content nigh and grain generally clean. 

Kansas, premier wheat producing 
state, has a crop estimated at 130,500,- 
000 bushels on June 1. Farmers gaid, 
however, harvest yields exceed earlier 
estimates, a¥éraging 15 bushels to the 
acre and reaching 40 and 50 bushels 
in some fields. Grain dealers reported

NEW YORK, June 28.—(UP)— 
The nation’s five-billion-dollar steel 
industry tonight threw all its mighty 
resources into a battle with organ- 
ized labor to maintain an open shop 
for its 500,000 employes. 

The decision for a finish fight 
was announced by the American 
Iron and Steel Institute, represent- 
ing. more than 95 per cent of the 
industry, in answer to a drive to 
unionize steel employes inaugurat- 
ed under the leadership of John L. 
Lewis, president of the United 
Mine Workers’ Union. 

To prevent the “closed shop” the 
industry said it “will use its re- 
sources to the best of its ability to 
protect its employes and their fam- 
ilies from intimidation, coercion and 
violence and to aid: them in main- 
taining collective bargaining free from 
intefferetice from apy source.” 

“No employé in the ctee] industry 
has to join any organization to get 
or hold a job,” the statement said. 
“Persons and organizations not con- 
nected with the industry have taken 
charge of the campaign,” it charged. 

Lewis Seen As Target. 

Although the formal statement did 
not name John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica and moving spirit in the Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization, #@ 
spokesman for the institute said the 
statement was aimed at the campaign 
inaugurated under Lewis’ .eadership.

ITHACA, N. Y., June 28.—(P)— 
New mechanism in. living cells which 
reveals a spinning process of the 
thread-like things—chromosomes— 
that govern heredity traits’ was an- 
nounced today at Cornell University. 

The mechanism is a dot, barely seen 
under a microscope, probably made 
of some unknown chemical. It gen- 
erates the nucleolus, one of the un- 
solyed biological mysteries of the 
structure of living cells. 

Human, animal or plant, virtually 
all cells contain nucleoli. These are 
tiny, rounded, water-colored objects 
like microscopic eyes floating in the 
clear protoplasm of the nucleus, or 
inner compartment of every cell. 

Where nucleoli came from and what 
work they do in maintaining life has 
been guesswork. Recent studies have 
shown that they are important in can- 
eer. They become relatively smaller 
in malignant growths. 

The discovery was made by Miss 
Barbara McClintock, a Cornell gradu- 
ate of 10 years ago. She proved that 
the tiny dot generates nucleoli by 
splitting it with X-rays. Each half of 
the dot thereupon grew a separate nu- 
cleolus. 

Her work was done on maize cells. 
Her photographs show that the — 
olus acts like a living basket made to 
hold the chromosome threads when 
the cells are “resting.” During this 
rest a cell is a rounded body of two 
concentric shells. In it the nucleolus 
is clearly visible, but no chromosomes 
can be seen. 

When the cell gets busy, either for 
growth or to transmit its life from 
parent to offspring, the inner shell 
develops a set of the chromosome 
threads. Simultaneously the nucleolus 
shrinks and almost disappears.

MEN’S HANDKERCHIEFS. 
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GERMANY AND ETHIOPIA 

A new cause for the increasing 
friendly relations between Dictators 
Mussolini and Hitler is found by 
George Berkalew, well-posted com- 
méntator on European affairs, in 
the constructive aid that Germany 
can give Italy in the development 
of its newly won colony of Ethiopia. 

Writing in the current issue of 
the Magazine of Wall Street, Berka- 
lew cites that— 

There is reasonable cause to sun- 
pose that the Italian plans for the 
German participation in the exploita- 
tion of Abyssinian territory and re- 
sources have advanced to a practi- 
cal stage. The anaemic state of Ital- 
_ian credit would alone be sufficient 
inducement to approach the one non- 
sanction industrial nation technically 
equipped to lend a helping hand in 
any colonial developm-nt project. 
Economically ostracized, this would 
be exactly the type of job which 
would appeal equally to Mussolini or 
Hitier on a partnership basis. 

Italy and Germany can co-oper- 
ate in Ethiopia to the economic 
benefit of both and without endan- 
gering the political supremacy of 
the Italians in their new colony. 
Germany is the only European na- 
tion that did not apply sanctions to 
Italy, which has had thé natural ef- 
fect of bringing the two govern- 
ments closer together.

WASTING WOODLANDS 

Despite the advance made in 
some sections in the past three 
years by the federal reforestation 
program, and the publicity that has 
been given to the benefits to be de- 
rived through the conservation of 
forests and the replanting of de- 
nuded acrés, many lumbermen and 
farmers are apparently still uncon- 
cerned or indifferent. 

While the heedless destruction 
of forests that characterized lum- 
bering operations for half a century 
has been checked to a great extent, 
it is still manifest to such a de- 
gree as to call for a national sys- 
tem of conservation such as has 
been adopted in Canada and the 
Scandinavian countries. 

Apparently the average farmer 
does not realize that his woodland 
acreage is a source of perpetual 
income if he removes only the ma- 
ture trees, being careful in the op- 
eration not to ruin or destroy those 
of small size. Removal of the large 
trees gives the smaller growths 
more sunshine, air and material 
substances from the earth that 
were taken up by those removed. 

Some lumbering activities are 
seemingly operated with no view 
to the future. It is simply a ques- 
tion of how much lumber can be 
obtained now from a tract of tim- 
ber, the result being that along 
with the mature trees that will 


yield a profit, growths are felled 
and sawed that will not “pay their 
way” through the operation, while 
saplings are ruined in the removal 
process. 

DuPre Barrett, extension forester 
at the State College of Agriculture, 
says: : 

The United States Forest Service 
has found that maple trees less than 
12 inches in diameter actually do not 
pay their Way through a bandsaw 
mill. There is about 19 times as 
much lumber in a tree 26 inches in 
diameter as in a 99-inch tree. But 
since the lumber in the larger tree is 
worth about twice as much a foot, 
the total value is 38 times as great. 
Selective cutting removes the greatest 
value with the least volume. It leaves 
small trees as a windbreak and al-

Mayer, Irving Thaiberg, Joe Schenck, 
and, among the top acting names, 
Norma Shearer, iriam Hopkins, 
Clark Gable and Kddie Cantor are 
all worth $1,000.000 each to their 
studios—when and if they died. 

Lioyds follows a two-way system of 
payment—for partial or total loss. 
“The Great Ziegfeld,” on which M.- 
G.-M. spent $2,000,000, could be pro- 
tected for only half that sum, as the 
insurance company cousiders no pic- 
ture worth more than $1,000,000. If, 
near the completien of the movie, Wil- 
liam Powell, Mrrna Loy, or Luise 
Rainier had been forced out of the 
cast by an “act ot God,” the studio 
would have been $1,000,000 out of 
pocket.

this country and the world. Curiously, 
the magic of science in some way fil- 
tered some personal charm out of his 


voice. 
Pictures of Old Leaders. 

Back of him appeared for the first 
time in the convention the pictures of 
the old democrats all in a row, Wil- 
son, Cleveland, Jackson, Jefferson, 
with others great and small. Appar- 
ently the President felt that the party 
could afford at least in its farewell 
to greet the ancients. Nothing in his 
speech carried a reminder of the old 
ones and their days. The new voice 
rang out across the throng proclaim- 
ing a new era, a new order “all un- 
dreamed of by the fathers.” It was 
his habit as he spoke to pause where 
he wanted applause. Sometimes it 
came, rolling back like a tidal wave. 
At other times response failed. But 
because the voice was coming through 
a mechanism the ardor cooled. ° 
rabble did not arouse. Yet the speech 
was unquestionably a success. 

Amazing Performance. 

A high point in the applause came 
when he said, “and under the people's 
mandate the old order is being ended.” 
But never did the people rise as they 
used to rise when Bryan spoke, Per- 
haps it was the new voice, perhaps it 
was the new machinery that carried 
the voice, perhaps it was the physi- 
cal remoteness of the man from his 
hearers. But in some way the steel 
wires did not carry the magnetism 
that might have been carried to the 
crowd from the smaller stage. It was 
nevertheless an amazing performance 
in setting, in words and the man— 
the main subject and the occasion. It 
was true oratory in a new day and 
time. Now as to the speech itself. It 
will read better than it sounded. 

Now for the speech itself potential- 
ly it may become an American clas- 
sic. No one in advance knows the 
fate of a newborn speech. This speech 
will go up or down in history with 
President Roosevelt. If he wins and 
lives through a second term this 
speech may easily rank with the Get- 
tysburg speech and Patrick Henry’s. 
If he fails it will fade with his fail- 
ure. It will be “as a breath into 
the wind,” something that did not 
quite attach itself to reality. 

Literary archives are full of elo- 
quent failures that died with the 
causes inspiring them. 

So much for its eloquence and no- 
bility. Practically it was an answer 
to Herbert Hoover at Cleveland. The 
debate of the last six months between 
the ex-President and the President 
has been the most significant debate 
that America has listened to since 
Lincoln and Douglas clashed over the 
issue of human slavery and_ indis- 
soluble union. Whether the repub- 
lican leaders like it or not Herbert 
Hoover has been their intellectual 
leader. He has charted their course 
in this campaign. In the Colorado 
Springs speech during the early 
sping he even foreshadowed their 

latform almost plank for plank. 

imilarly President Roosevelt has 
dominated his party. Roosevelt has 
charted his party’s course. He has 
written the democratic platform and 
his eloquence now challenges the noble 
appeal for political and spiritual lib- 
erty made by Mr. Hoover in Cleve- 
land.

Mr. Roose- 
velt has stated the case of material 
economic liberty against political and 
spiritual liberty.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The old-timers believed that one 
ill of a fever must not have cold 
water to drink. Some old fogies still 
imagine it is harmful or dangerous 


for one exposed to extreme heat (nat- 
ural heat of the stm or artificial heat) 
to drink cold water. Probably many 
a youngster is restrained by well- 
meaning but misguided parents or 
guardians from going in swimming 
when he is “overheated” lest he have 
“cramps’—whatever they may be. 
Thousands of geeks who are just dy- 
ing for a drink of water refuse to 
satisfy their thirst because it is meal 
time and they have been taught that 
water at meal time “dilutes the gastric 
juice and interferes with digestion.” 

Fi, fi, fatheads. 

Two-thirds of the weight of your 
body is water. Two-fifths of the 
weight of your bones is water. Three- 
fourths of the weight of your mus- 
cles is water. Nine-tenths of the 
weight of your brains is water, and 
nearly one-tenth of your brain is fat. 
What did I call you? 

Within a few minutes after a drink 
of ‘told water enters the stomach it 
begins to pass on into the intentine 
in a series of spurts by contractions 
of the stomach. Little or no water 
is absorbed from the stomach; it is 
absorbed almost entirely from the in- 
testine, but more or less of it passes 
along in the alimentary canal becom- 
ing part of the feces. 

The effect of a drink of cold wa- 
ter when you are thirsty is to stim- 
ulate increased secretion of gastric 
juice, appetite and enjoyment of food. 
The water improves digestion; actu- 
ally aids in digestion and in excre- 
tion. It is a healthful habit to begin 
each meal with a good drink of cold 
water, or hot water if you prefer. 
It is also healthful to take another 
good drink of cold water in the course 
of the meal if you are at all thirsty. 
Never fear retarding or interfering 
with digestion. If one is thirsty wa- 
ter invariably aids or promotes good 
digestion. 

Invalids, elderly or feeble folk often 
find that a cup or two of quite warm 
water (‘“cambric tea”) on rising each 
morning, and in, some cases on_ retir- 
ing as well, is salubrious, Adding 
a wee pinch of salt, sugar, or what 
have you, is all right if one prefers 
to do so. But not a whole spoonful 
of salt, as some persons do. Goodness 
knows most people get too much salt 
anyway. 

Is ice water healthful in very hot 
weather or when one is overheated? 
Depends on what “ice water” means. 
No objection to putting ice in water 
to make it agreeably cold to drink. 
No virtue or benefit in drinking wa- 
ter not cold enough to satisfy one’s 
desire for a cold drink. But it is 
harmful to drink water too cold for 
comfort, just as it is harmful to take 
fluids or foods too hot for comfort. 

In extreme heat it has proved a 
good practice to take a good pinch 
of salt or something salty with each 
big drink of water. This helps to 
maintain the proper water balance in 
the body and enables one to endure 
great heat better.

Cash available for living in 1935 
after deducting wages, operating ex- 
penses, taxes and interest from farm 
cash income, Davis said, was the larg- 
est since 1929 and two and one-half 
times larger than in 1932. 

Cash farm income in 1935 was 58 
per cent larger than in 1982. While 
prices farmers paid for services and 
commodities they used in production 
and living increased somewhat, the 
purchasing power of farm cash in- 
come in 1935 still was 35 per cent 
larger than that of 1932. he added.

Under the first $3,300,000,000 ap- 
propriation for relief, nearly half a 
billion dollars was taken from Ickes to 
finance Hopkins’ Civil Works Admin- 
istration. Last summer a running 
battle over the distribution of the 
000,000,000 work relief appropri- 
ation was settled when Hopkins got 
1.400,000,000 compared with the 
336,000,000 total for PWA non-fed- 
eral and low-cost housing projects. 

The President asked congress this 
year for. $1,500,000,000. specifically to 
continue WPA—with nothing for 
PWA. Amended to provide, $1,425,- 
000,000 allotted at the President's dis- 
cretion, the new appropriation still 
would have left PWA out in the cold. 
Senate friends of PWA, however, in- 
serted an amendment authorizing 
Ickes to make $300,000,000 in grants 
to communities from proceede of ear- 
lier loans. 

Ickes Gets Free Hand. 

Accepted by the President, since the 
amendment did not require additional 
appropriations, the new system freed 
Ickes from having to convince Hop- 
kins that there was enough relief la- 
bor in the particular community to 
build the project. Last yea. more 
than 2,500 projects approved by Ickes 
were left stranded because of Hopkins’ 
veto. 

Ickes has declined to commit his 
agency to any specific number of pro)- 
ects or amount of expenditure for the 
new PWA program, saying only that 
the previous policy of aiding “‘thou- 
sands of serviceable public facilities 
now in use and other thousands now 
under construction” had been found 
sound and would be continued. 

Shaping up the program for the fis- 
ca] year beginning Wednesday, the 
WPA had before it data which Cor- 
rington Gill, assistant WPA adminis- 
trator, said disclosed a “gentral up- 
ward movement in both wage rates 
and actual earnings” from the begin- 
ning of this calendar year through 
March. 


Comment by Gill. 

Gill said the upward trend was cred- 
ited to three factors.

Gill said the beginning of June
